Examiner's Comment 

In claim 1, line 14 there is a limitation that reads "10 mol% < Na 2 0". However, due to the 
underlining showing the text has been amended, it is unclear that the symbol reads < (less than or 
equal to). The Examiner would just like to clarify for the record that the phrase does read "10 
mol% < Na 2 0", which would read in text format "10 mol% less than or equal to Na 2 0". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5, and 11-13 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a glass which is for laser processing wherein the 
glass comprises the composition with the properties as recited in the instant claims. The prior art 
fails to teach a glass, where all the ranges for the following components are meet: Si02+B 2 03, 
Al 2 03+Ti0 2 , and the total sum of the alkali metal oxides and the alkaline earth metal oxides, but 
more specifically, wherein the Ti0 2 and Na 2 0 content fall with in the recited ranges. See 
applicant's arguments file 18 January 2008, pages 5-7.
